GREAT GALLANTRY. 

In Many Cases Children Succeed. to 
Peerages When Heirs are 
Killed. 

The old French adage “noblesse ob- 


lige” has never been more true than 
now, as has been clearly demonatrat- 


ed by the part played by the aristo- | 


eracy of Great Britain in the present 
war. No recruiting officers, no bands, 
no parades have been needed to bring 
the sons of the finest families of Brit- 
ain to Ahe colors. They have rallied, 
fought, and fallen im so great num- 
hers that there is practically not a 
noble house in. all the United King- 
dom to-day which is not mourning. 

Sole heirs, eldest 
sons, fathers, and brothers of the 
greatest and most famous English 
families went to the front at the very 
offset and are now in the trenches in 
France and at the Dardanelles or on 
the high seas. There can be no doubt 
that the peer of England is paying 
toll, not less willingly, but even far 
more than the men of the working 
classes. , 

An illuminating illustration of this 
fuct was given recently when the 
members of the much abused House 
of Lords refused to pass a motion au- 
thorizing the return from the front 
of those of its members who had 
gone to the firing line. 

Already five peerages are without 
heirs in remainder through the war, 
namely, the marquesate of Lincoln- 
shire and the baronies of Knares- 
borough, Playfair, Ribblesdale, and 
Stamfordham. 

Six peers have already been killed, 
namely, Lords Congleton, Hawarden, 
Rrabourne, Annesley, De Freyne, and 
Petre. 

Nearly thirty heirs to peerages have 
been killed: and almost as many 
wounded, 

Fifty sons of peers have been kill- 
ed and the number wounded is in the 
hundreds. 

Brothers of peers, baronets, and 
knights who have either been killed 
or wounded number a great total. 

How heavily the titled families 
have contributed themselves to this 
conflict may best be imagined when 
it is stated that 218 peers and 424 
sons of peers are already serving with 
the colors. 

Boys Inherit Titles.

German Soldiers Suicide After Moral 
Torture. 


The London Daily Graphic 
the follwing despatch from 
grad: 

“In view of the statement of Gen- 
eral Hindenburg that the victory in 
this war will fall to the nation whose 
soldiers have the strongest nerves, it 
is interesting to note that cases of 
suicide are increasing largely in the 
German army. During the Russian 
retreat the enemy strove to demon- 
strate the possession of strong nerves 
by inflicting numberless cruelties on 
the innocent population of the towns 
and villages. Near Dumbina, in the 
village of Charna, the Germans cov- 
ered the streets with the bodies of 
tortured men, women and children, 
but the next morning nineteen dead 
bodies of German soldiers were also 
seen. These had ended their lives by 
suicide. In common with their fellows 
these nineteen men had been showing 
the strength of their nerves by cap- 
turing and shooting peaceful people. 

“At Praemsyl, when the Germans 
were firing thousands of guns, some 
of their soldiers with bloodshot eyes 
were seen rushing into the very thick 
of the hand-to-hand fighting, oblivious 
of the wounds they received. They 
appeared to be intoxicated by the fury 
of the fight. Others, frenzied by the 
fearful shot themselves 
with their own rifles or pierced them- 
selves to the heart theic bayon- 
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The officers looked confused at

Australian Sharpshooter’s Record In- 
cludes at Least 50 Killed. 


Letters from the Gallipoli Penin-| 
sula say that a Queensland cavalry- 
man named Sing holds the record 
among the Australasian troops as a 
sniper.

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Would Gan All Germans. 

Chevalier J. Enoch Thompson, 
Spanish Consul, has started a move- 
ment in Toronto to bave no truck or 
trade with th. Germans, not only for 
the duration of the war, but forever. 
The following document is now being 
circulated and signed: 

“The undersigned British subjects 
are in favor of organizing a league, 
the members cf which are to pledge 
themselves neither to buy from, sell 
to, nor trade with Germans, nor to 
use German goods, nor employ any 
Germans. This league to be contin- 
ved after the war.’ 

Mr. Thompson suggests the follow- 
ing as tenets of the league: 

“Never to have any Iintercourse 
with a tYerman, either social or com- 
mercial. 


“Never to Suy from or sell to. a 


German. 

“Never permit a German article in 
his house. 

“Never to deal with a merchant 
who keeps a single article of German 
manufacture iv his store. 

“Never to travel in Germany nor 
permit any of bia familly to visit 
there. 

“Permit no Germans to enter Can- 
ada, except on higher terms than 
Chinese—a bead tax of $1,006."

Save for planting no potatoes which 
are bruised, cracked or decaying or 
which show discolorations at stem 
end, 


Store carefully in moderately warnig 
dry und well ventilated place, 

Treat with corrosive sublimate four 
ounces to 80 gallons of water—for 1% 
hours before planting,

Cover crops can be converted into 
hay. 

Quarrelsome cocks are a nuisance 
on the farm or in the poultry-yard. 

A good cow is better than two poor 
ones—yes, better than three that can't 
more than pay for their feed. 

A liberal system of management of 
a good dairy herd is necessary to. 
achieve satisfactory milk prod tion, 

Keep plenty of broken or crushed 
bone before the growing chickens, It 
will help to develop strong, healthy 
fowls. 

Ventilation is absolutely essential 
for the health of the cowa, but is one ° 
of the hardest problems to solve in 
most barns.

At any other time than the present 
when all the world’s great powers are 
involved in war, the announcement 
that China, that great sleeping giant 
of a nation, comprising one-quarter of 
the world’s population, had reverted 
to the monarchical system of govern- 
ment, would have caused a great sen- 
sation. Aas it is the 
that Yuan Shi Kai, President of the 
Chinese Republic, has been elected 
Emperor, was given only inside page 
positions in the daily papers, and hit- 
tle was suid concerning the remark- 
able Chinaman who is now ruler of 
more people than any other monarch 
save King George. 

What kind of a man is this. who 
took advantage of the revolution of 
1910, which overthrew the old Man- 
chu dynasty almost in a. night, to es- 


‘tablish himself first as the first Pre- 


sident of China, and now as its Em- 
peror? Yuan was Imperial Prime 
Minister under the old regime, and 
when Dr. Sun Yat Sen and his fellow- 
revolutionists wanted a provisional 
president they called on him to hold 
— job until Parliament should 
decide wn a permanent President. Par- 
liament met, dehated, quarrelled, and 
showed such incapacity that Yuan, 
with the aid of.a few police, dissolved 
it, and became the virtual master of 
China. Such he has been ever since. 

Here is an interesting description 
of the man written by an American, 
J. uC. Clarke, who was recently in 
China: 

“Yuan Shi Kai puts on no atyle. 
He dresses plainly, except at official 
receptions, when he wears 4 marshal’s 
uniform. He may, however, have 
generals in gold-lace around him. The 
Parliament after long, somewhat silly 
debate abolished the queue and,.the 
kneeling and crawling of the olden 
court cermonial.

‘LAKE ONTARIO YIELDS A RICH 

HARVEST OF POHOD. 

} 

The Fishermen Have Forsaken All 
the Picturesque Oathit of Their 
Trade, and Do Their Work tn 
Trim Littl Motor Boate—Nets 
Have Small Meshes Which Catch 
the Fish by the Gills. 


GREAT deal of the fiah which 
the central district of On- 
tario uses comes from old 
Lake Ontario, and although 
the fliabermen do go out in 

dripping ollek’ns, they do not venture 
forth in eailing veesels, but a most 
up-to-date little motor launch, which 


is filled to the brim with fish nets, 


quietly slips away in the sunset flow 
every evening at the summe—tour. Out 
and out they go until the fishermen 
i reach the place they think nrost sult- 
fable, and then the great neta elip 
genily dowh Into the cool depths be- 
low to spread themecives like a fence 
alohge the bottem ef the take until 
| only the floats are left above to be- 
tray the spot w here they Lreacber- 
ously lie in walt to cateh the unwary 
ifish and beld them tightly tn their 
‘epidery clasp no matter bow hard 
| they may strregie to free themselves. 

Hut the weather is not always fair 
fand sometimes Waves are moun- 
itainous high when the littl: launch 
i pute forth at evening with its cargo 
i of nets, or in the early morning when 
‘ws are allealmly steeping in our 
| beds, the fishermen drag up the drip- 
i ping nets with their precious load of 
figh, which may come to our tables 
libat night perhaps, for us to eat with 
never a thought to spare for the men 
i who. brave the dangers of the lake to 
furnish ws with food. 

These nets alone are worthy of 
‘considdfation for they are quite val- 
vable and must be very strong in- 
deed. They are called gill neta be- 
cause the fish swimming along the 
bottom of the lake cannot sce the 
i hets, which form a sort-of fence be- 
fore them, and so they swim right 
into them and their heads go right 
through the meshes. But when they 
try to wriggle free again the strong 
net catches them behind the gills and 
there they must remain, helpless 
prisoners to the appetite of men. 
These particular fishermen, whose 
headquarters are on the sandbar at 
Hanlan’s Point in toe summer time, 
bave about 3,000 yards of net in all, 
which is comprised of eight nets. 
Bach net weighs about 20 pounds, 
and before the war used to cost $4 a 
pound, but the flax from which these 
extra strong nets are made has al- 
ways come from Russia or poor rav- 
aged Belgium, so now these coun- 
tries have been compelled to raise the 
price of fax, with the result that now 
a good fish net.costs not $4 a-pound 
but $6. The fiaberman when he needs 
a new net must pay not $80 for it, as 
he formerly did, but $120. 

The average life of even the best 
of nets is only two years, and to last 
even that long they must have lots of 
mending. Every morning the fisher- 
men may be seen on the Island pa- 
tiently winding their nets like buge 
spider webs in the sun on great 
wheels, which revolve slowly to their 
touch, and permit every portion of 
the net to come under the warm dry- 
ing rays of the sun, This prevents 
their rotting, and then they are dry 
and ready to Se used again at seven 
o’clock.that evening. It also gives 
the fisherman an opportunity to do 
any small mending which is neces- 
sary, but the most of the mending Is 
reserved for the winter time, when 
your fishermen is really a man of lel- 
sure and has ample time at his dis- 
posal to get his nets in readiness for 
the next season's work. 

It ia not a very long season, and 
lasts really only from April until Au- 
gust for whitefish and trout, but in 
the fall the herring season com- 
mences and lasta until quite late, for 
it seema that with fish as with every- 
thing else, each species bas its own 
particular season. The average catch 
is usually about 150 pounds ‘daily 
and is brough’ fresh and glistening 
from the waters right into the city to 
a wholesaler, who gets’ out to his 
customers in a surprigingly short 
time, while it is still beautifully hard 
and firm, and as different to the fish 
which. has to travel long distances 
(even though carefully packed in ice) 
as it can possibly be. There is no- 
thing to equal the flavor of our 
whitefish if it comes to your table 
crispy, fresh from the cool green 
depths of the lake. “Why,” said one 
eun-tanned fisherman to me, ‘there's 
nothin’ on earth to beat ‘em! You 
get a boatload of nice, fresh white- 
fish and you'd just think from the 
'emell of ‘em that you had a whole 
boatload of fine, fresh cucumbers!

IMPLEMENT SHEDS 


What the Parmer Should Mave 
to Protest His Machines. 


Articles on implement sheds in the 
various farm papers have been very 
interesting to me.

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FORESTS PREVENT FLOODS. 


They Are Really . Natural 


Reservoirs. 


Storage 


It has been shown that forests pre- 
vent the rapid melting of ice and 
snow, and thus avert or modify floods 
in the spring. Mountains also play 
an important part with regard to 
floods. By intercepting drifting cur- 
rents of moisture-laden air moun- 
tains are active agents in precipitat- 
ing-rainfall; and, unless they are pro- 
tected by forests, the waters pour 
down into the valley in destructive 
torrents. 

The evergreen trees, particularly 
the spruces, are especially useful in 
controlling these torrents. Under all 
spruce. forests there is a large de- 
posit of what woodsmen call “duff.” 
This is composed of partially decayed 
trees, bark, needles, cones and 
mosses. 

This duff varies to six 


from one 


feet in thickness, and has the power 


of absorbing and holding water like 
a sponge. During the heavy spring 
rains it becomes thoroughly saturat- 
ed with water, which gradually 
oozes down the mountain sides into 
the streams in summer. The trees 
also protect the snowfall from the 
rapid action of the sun in spring, thus 
restraining floods frem that source 
A180. ; 
The protection of the forests there- 
fore is the surest and safest way in 
which to prevent destructive inunda- 
tions. They are really natural stor- 
age reservoirs, not holding back great 
masses of water in bulk, which may

Hot Water in Creamery. 


A creamery that uses a steam en- 
gine and permits exhaust steam to es- 
cape unusued is wasting a valuable 


i by-product. Exhaust steam can be 


used successfully for heating milk, 
cream, boiler-féed water, wash water 
and the building. The heating of 
boiler-feed water and wash water only 
will be considered in this circular, 
eays a circular issued by the Dairy 
Division, U.S. Dept. of Agriculture. 

In the majority of small cream- 
eries the boiler is fed by means of 
an injector, but this is not an econo, 
mical apparatus for this work, be- 
cause it requires live steam for its 
operation and cannot handle hot wa- 
ter. For every 10 degrees F. that 
water is heated before approximately 
one per cent. less fuel is required to 
generate a given amount of steam, 
and for each 10 degrees F. increase | 
in feed water temperature the boiler | 
capacity is increased approximately | 
one per cent. When hot feed water 
is used a constant pressure on the 
boiler can be more easily maintained, | 
and there will be an additional saving : 
of fuel, attributable to even firing | 

The heating of feed water from a| 
temperature of 50 degrees F. to that | 
of 200 degrees F. by means of exhaust | 
steam will reduce the fuel consump- | 
tion about 18 per cent., or will reduce 
a $500 fuel bill to $435. 

The use of exhaust steam for heat- 
ing wash water will still further re- 
duce the fuel cost. It is estimated | 
that in a creamery making from | 
100,000 to 300,000 pounds sf butter | 
annually a maximum of 800 gallons | 
of hot water are used daily. It is cus- 
tomary to heat this water with live;
